ous effort tow ard establishm ent of a 
“ United Econom ic States of E urope” 
began here today w hen a commission 
rep resen tin g 
20 
different 
nations 
convened for the purpose of p rep a r­ 
ing for an in te rn atio n a l 
economic 
conference to be held next year u n ­ 
der the auspices of th e League 
of 
Nations. 
Economic experts from the United 
States are am ong th e conferees. 
W hile th e conference is 
to 
be 
world wine in its character, never­ 
theless the in itiativ e in dem anding 
it was taken by 
E uropean 
states. 
T here is no effort to conceal th e fact 
th a t the principal objective is the 
constitution of E urope on 
a 
new 
economic basis, w hich would enable 
Europe to meet th e com petition of 
other continents. 
The p rep a ra to ry 
commission 
is 
composed exclusively of men chosen 
as private experts w ho in no way 
are official rep resen tativ es 
of 
the 
countries from w hich they come. 
The Am erican delegation consists 
of David F ra n k lin H ouston of New 
York, form er secretary of 
a g ric u l­ 
tu re; Professor A llan Y oung of H a r­ 
v ard univesity; A th u r W itter 
Gil­ 
bert of Boston. 
The League had hoped to have the 
services of Owen D. Young, who col­ 
laborated in c re atin g th e Dawes plan 
for th e reh a b ilita tio n of Germ any, 
b u t he declined th e L eague’s in v ita ­ 
tion some time' ago.

C a rteret, N. J.. April 26.— (U P ) — 
Incensed by the m urder of one w hite 
m an and the stab b in g of an o th er by 
negroes in a fight yesterday, a mob 
of w hite men

church here and drove IOO colored 
men, wom en and children from th e ir 
homes in th e negro section n ear the 
church. 
The crowd, in w hich m any m em ­ 
bers were masked w ith handkerchiefs 
and arm ed w ith baseball bats and 
clubs, escorted the negroes as far as 
the border line of

“ Get out of town and stay ou t,” 
the w hite men shouted, “ we don’t 
w ant you here.”

T hursday and F riday of this week 
have been beld open for the consid­ 
eration of bills from the agricultural 
committee.

be ready to proceed before that tim e, 
however, the program w ill be advanc­ 
ed. 
The com m ittee w ill decide to­ 
morrow when it w ill be able to pro­ 
ceed with the three bills favorably 
reported.

S. R. A d a i r has been named as local financial chairman in 
the campaign of the Ten Thousand Lakes Association to adver­ 
tise the advantages of Minnesota to the world. 
Announcement 
of the appointment of the Brainerd chairman was made by (Gov­ 
ernor Theodore Christianson this week. 
Throughout Minnesota, according to Frank S. Gold, general 
chairman of the campaign, citizens are forming a solid front to 
back up the advertising plan of the Ten Thousand Lakes Associa­ 
tion. 
Typical of the enthusiasm with which the campaign is be­ 
ing received, says Mr. Gold, are the replies of the editors to a 
letter sent out last week. Of the 135 editors who were written to, 
123 of them answered immediately, and in all the replies there 
was not a discordant note. 
Quotas have been submitted to representative businessmen 
throughout the state as well as district chairmen for their ap­ 
proval, and while variations were made both up and down, merely 
as a matter of equalization, the total budget after all changes have 
been made, remains practically at the figure first recommended 
by the executive board of the Ten Thousand Lakes Association, 
the amount being slightly in excess of $50,000. 
H. C. Hotaling, secretary of the Ten Thousand Lakes Asso­ 
ciation, in a talk at Rochester last week told of the progress Min­ 
nesota is now making and what may be expected in results from 
the publicity campaign that is now being launched by his organi­ 
zation. 
The Rochester meeting was probably one of the most en­ 
thusiastic pep-fests held in Minnesota in recent years, and at its 
close there was not a man in the room that was not sold on the 
possibilities of the North Star State. 
Letters received at the office of Frank Gold indicate that the 
Rochester spirit is fast .sweeping the state and that the citizens 
are ready for a statewide advertising campaign.

I.M EE MUE NUE TESTS 
♦ 


SOME public school systems are substituting “intelligence 
tests” for the old-fashioned examinations, says the Bemidji Daily 
Pioneer. 
In Detroit the intelligence test is applied to all new 
teachers, by order of the school board. 
There is a difference between book knowledge and intelli­ 
gence, continues the Pioneer, and the intelligence test is a recog­ 
nition of that difference. 
An unschooled man may be, and often 
is, an intelligent as well as educated man because he picks up and 
absorbs and makes a part of his consciousness every lesson of ex­ 
perience; everything he reads; and everything of value that he 
hears. 
On the other hand, what is called education, or “schooling,” 
is too often merely a piling up of facts in a brain, like furniture 
in a storage house. 
Or, frequently, it is only pouring in of facts, 
iike water through a sieve. 
That is not education. 
The furniture of the intelligent man’s mind is arranged. 
It 
is not crowded or jumbled. The intelligent man often knows more 
of what’s going on in the world than what’s in books. 
The excep­ 
tionally educated man knows both books and life, and book knowl­ 
edge is valuable to him only in so far as it interprets life. 
It is well that public school systems are demanding intelli­ 
gence in teachers as well as the book learning that can be ob­ 
tained by cramming. 
If you look back you will find that the 
teachers who did you the most good were not those who drilled 
the most geography and arithmetic into your head, but those oth­ 
ers to whom books were but guides in explorations of the wide 
ranges of life.

President Coolidge and tile move

to 
provide ex 
service employes of the government 
with ample vacation time in 19 
for the France trip, plans for the 
great pilgrimage are maturing ra p ­ 
idly, Mr. Elder has stated. 
It 
is 
estimated that 30,000 Legionnaires 
and Legion Auxiliary members will 
take part in the migration back to 
the scenes of the doughboy’s activi­ 
ties ten years before. 
A cordial in 
vitation 
has 
been 
received 
from 
France, and preparations {ire now 
being made to provide eomfortab! 
and adequate housing in the French 
capital. 
In Paris the veterans will cele­ 
brate the tenth anniversary of the 
entry of the United States into the 
World war. 
They will also visit the 
battlefields and pay homage to th iii* 
comrade dead buried in the Ameri­ 
can cemeteries of France. 
But what a difference there will 
be, the great migration in 1927 and 
the crossing of the A. E. F. in 1917. 
There will be no packed transports, 
no eating of slum from mess kits. 
no living in momentary expectation 
of atacks from German submarines. 
Instead; in September 1927, a gayly

fleet of liners will sail 
down the picturesque St, Lawrence,
